Shapiro said that he has had over a period of years a number of^o^tacts in 
various foreign governments (he mentioned Germany, Japan, England, and others) 
with respect to the commercial application of atomic energy. One of his 
foremost customers has been Israel. In particular, he has commercial arrange- 
ments with the ISORAD Company in which NUMEC and the Israeli Government are 

partners. This activity began initially in an effort to preserve citrus fruit/ 




produce s . Shapiro noted that the continued supply of the Israeli orange 
crop to Germany was being jeopardised by chemicals used to preserve oranges. 
According to Shapiro ISORAD has been quite successful in irradiating the 
(U) potato crop but has not to this time been able 'to apply this technique to 
citrus fruits. According to Shapiro efforts are being made to expand 
ISORAD's irradiation process to the fields of syringes, needles, rubber 
gloves, and indigenous products of : star! .
